Ever since McKendry’s arrival, South 
Melbourne’s results have improved 
dramatically. 

From being also-rans in the NSL, they 

| are now putting in a challenge for the 
championship. 
; As for Sydney Olympic, they have had 
' two wins and a draw under Schaefer, a 
run of success which some Olympic 
i‘ fans claim is unheard of in the club’s 
history! 

It would be easy to take these events 
at face value and proclaim that Rasic 
and Docherty are bad coaches while 
McKendry and Schaefer are top men. 

Indeed, many supporters of South 
Melbourne and Sydney Olympic are 
convinced this is true. 

But Soccer is not as simplistic as that. 
| It is not all clear black and white, good 
and bad. There are many grey areas 
which affect the performances of all 
teams.

Docherty was rated, for many years, 
one of the sea club bosses in Eng- 
land. You have to be pretty good to 
attain that sort of status in a country 
where there always 20 or more men 
chasing every position which becomes 
vacant. 

Only a few weeks ago, The Doc was 
on a short list of two to take over one of 
Britain’s most glamorous clubs, Man- 
chester City. 
| -Evidently the people running Man- 
i chester City hold Docherty in higher 
regard than the people who support 
Sydney Olympic. 

All coaches have good years and bad 
ears. Only very rarely does a man like 
ob Paisley of Liverpool go through 

season after season of uninterrupted 
success. 

In every club, the coach is a vitally 
important member of the staff. 

He is not, however, the only person 
responsible for the success or failure of 
a team. 

There are 11 players out on the park 
who have a much greater influence on 

winning and losing. 
| Sadly, this is forgotten as the undig- 
nified game of “musical chairs’ is 

enacted among club coaches.

EEP INTO A NATIONAL FERVOU 


ITALIAN FOOTBALL is at its peak and can now biaet the malorty of the worlds best players 


in its ranks. 


Apart from Argenti- 
nean ace, Diego Marado- 
na, a few Brazilians anda 
few British superstars, 
the cream of the world's 
soccer performers are 
playing in the Italian 
League. 

.Week after week, 
talented performers such 
as Zico and Falcao of 
Brazil, Francis and Brady 
from Britain, Platini from 
France, Boniek of Poland 
and Pasarella of Argenti- 
na, to name a few, com- 
bine their skills with local 
superstars such as Rossi, 
Conti and Scirea to give 
the Italian fans what they 
pay big money to watch - 
good football. 

At international level,

Italy have won the World 
Cup on three occasions - 
1934, 38 and 82. 

And, as reigning world 
champions, they will hold 
the crown at least until 
the 1986 World Cup Fi- 
nals in Mexico. 

Sure they have had 
some bad results over the 
past 12 months, but this is 
a typical reaction after 
hitting the top. 

In Enzo Bearzot they 
have the world's shrew- 
dest soccer tactician at 
the present time and a 
man who has won world 
acclaim with his brilliant 
methods. 

Add to this the fact that 
Italy is now favorite to 
host the 1990 World Cup 
Final series and you have 
a country that, right now, 
is ‘soccer crazy’. 

And it’s not only in 
their home country that 
the Italian fans go 
bananas over the round 
ball game -'they do so in 
every corner of the globe 
where they have settled - 
including, of course, Aus- 
tralia. 

I was lucky to be in 
Spain to report on last 
year’s final when Italy 
won the World Cup. But I 
was quickly informed on 
my return home that the 
expatriot Italians cele- 
brated the victory in tre- 
mendous style throughout 
Australia. 

Also, to be perfectly 
honest, Australian soccer 
would fall in a heap if it 
were not for the Italians 
support and the many Ita- 
lian sponsored teams. 

But how did it all really 
start for the Italians - and 
by this I mean at interna- 
tional level? 

Looking back through 
the records, the credit for 
the real Italian break- 
through into the world 
spotlight can be credited 
to one man - Vittorio 
Pozzo. 


Pozzo the ‘Commissario 
Tecnico’ of Italian Foot- 
ball between the first and 
second world wars, took 
his country by the scruff 
of the neck and led it to 
the pinnacle of world 
success. 

Three men dominated 
the European scene in the 
1930’s - Pozzo of Italy, 
Hugo Meisel of Austria 
and Herbert Chapman, 
the father of the great 
English team, Arsenal. 

The first World Cup 
series had taken place in 
Uruguay in 1930 and it 
proved a@ success even 
though Italy did not take 


part. 

But the shrewd brain of 
Pozzo realised that here 
was the chance to put his 
country on the football 
map and at a FIFA Con- 
gress in Stockholm in 
1932, Italy was allotted 
the 1934 World Cup Final 
series. 

This series was also the 
start of the finals being 
held in many venues 
throughout the host 
country. 

Little did they realise 
in those days, that the 
final tournament would 
mushroom into a mam- 
moth 24 team series play- 
ed over the period of a 
month! 

Even in these early 
days, money dominated 
the Italian football scene 
and Italy’s representative 
at the Stockholm FIFA 
Congress - Avvocato 
Mauro declared: “The Ita- 
lian Federation is capable 
of financing any burden 
the series may cost and 
was also capable of mak- 
ing a profit!” 

And indeed they did 
just this and made a mill- 
ion lire profit - and in 
those days, a million lire 
was worth-a million lire! 


Mauro was well advised & 


throughout the FIFA 
negotiations by Pozzo, the 
man in charge of the Ita- 
lian team at the time. 

Three months prior to 
the 1934 finals, Pozzo's 
Italy had been thrashed 4 
- 2 in Turin by Austria, 
the ‘Wunderteam’ of 
Europe at the time. 

And in order to play in 
the series on their own 
backyard, Italy had to 
contest a qualifying series 
and was sucessful by de- 
feating Greece in Milan. 

Pozzo ruled his team 
with the belief that every 
Italian player in his 
squad had to be treated 
individually and not as 
part of the group. 

A physical fitness 
crank, he studied in Swit- 
zerland and England and 
also taught school in Eng- 
land during his stay 
there. 

His favorite English 


team was Manchester Un- 
ited - and it was on Un- 
ited’s play that he model- 
led Italy's. 

He was one of the 
founders of the Torino 
Football Cub and at one 
time was also the secret- 
ary of the Italian Federa- 
tion. 

It was Pozzo who intro- 
duced the selection of 
foreign players of Italian 
extraction into Italian 
football - much to the dis- 
may, at the time, of 
Argentina! 

His first ‘Oriundi’ or 
foreign born players were 
Monti and Orsi and Poz- 
zo’s outlook was:“If they 
can die for Italy, then 
they can play for Italy.” 
Meaning, ofcourse, they 
were liable for military 
service. 

In the first round of the 
1934 World Cup Final 
series, Italy played the 
United States in the 
Stadio Torino in Rome

The game ended in a 1- 
1 draw with Italy having 
come from behind. 

The replay was the fol- 
lowing day and Meazza 
headed the goal that sent 
the Italians into the semi- 
finals in Milan where 
they met the ‘Wunder- 
team’ - Austria guided by 
Hugo Meisl. 

The only goal in this 
game was scored by Ita-

Czechoslovakia went 
into the match as under- 
dogs on a ground that was 
definitely less than regu- 
lation size and in front of 
a crowd that was all for 
Italy. 

With the game score- 
less and only 20 minutes 
left to play, it looked as if 
Italy was going to lose. 

The situation became 
even blacker when the 
Czechs grabbed the lead 
through a goal by Puc. 

But with only eight mi- 
nutes left to play, and 
time running out, Argen- 
tinean born Italian for- 
ward, Raimondo Orsi, 
equalised with a goal out 


Extra time was played 
and during this nerve 
wracking period, Schiavio 
grabbed the winning goal 
for the home side. 

Italy had won it’s first 
World Cup! 

Pozzo had started the 
ball rolling, later to be 
continued by great 
coaches such as Gioanin 
Ferrari and now Enzio 
Bearzot. 

Maybe this will give 
you an insight on how the 
great Italian fervour for 
this game of ours really 
started. 

So, if you ever get a 
little hot under the collar 
during a visit to Lambert 
Park, Bossley Park, the 
Olympic Sports Field or 
Spencer Park - blame it © 
all on one man - Vittorio 
Pozzo!

“I want to coach Aus- 
tralia,” he declares. 

And the way his exper- 
tise has guided a series of 
unfashionable clubs to 
unheard of heights makes 
a mockery of those who 
dare to doubt him. 

Harry Noon is the ulti- 
mate quiet achiever — 
not a flashy, razzamatazz 
coach always searching 
for identity and acclaim 
— but a man with deep 
and gehuine love of the 
game who lets his results 
do all his talking. 

Harry, born in quaint 
Sutton-in-Ashfield in 
Nottinghamshire has al- 
ways been a soccer 
fanatic. 

At 15 he was playing 
for England Schoolboys 
against Wales at 
Wrexham, at 17 he was 
an apprentice at Wol- 
verhampton Wanderers 
when such greats as Billy 
Wright and Bert Williams 
were gracing their fam- 
ous Molineaux ground. 

In those days, of course, 
it was hard to find a first 
team place at Wolves, so 
young Harry moved to 
then second division 
Notts County — the start 
of a long and fruitful rela- 
tionship. 

He left nine seasons la- 
ter after over 400 games 
at Meadow Lane, and af- 
ter a brief one-season stay 
at Bradford City, emi- 
grated to Australia in 
1966. 

Then in the twilight of 
a distinguished career, 
Harry joined the Sydney- 
based Corinthians club 
under his former Notts 
boss Frank Broome. 

Two years later an ar- 
gument with the club pre- 
maturely ended his play- 
ing days, but to all those 
who knew him it was in- 
evitable he would return 
to the game he loves. 

For much of the early 
1970s he was too pre- 
occupied with his job at 
Olivetti to worry about 
soccer. 

But it was only a ques- 


tion of time, and when

NEW SOUTH WALES Is likely to play another interstate match 
against Queensland at Perry Park next season — and It could 


mean trouble! 


Queensland Soccer Fed- 
eration officials, spurred 
on by their successful 
promotion in May this 
year, have issued another 
invitation to the NSW 
Federation and apparent- 
ly have received a verbal 
acceptance. 

The QSF wants to stage 
the game in mid-May 
1984 and no doubt will 
once again be requesting 


a postponement of Na- - 


tional League fixtures. 

And that is certain to 
draw the criticism as this 
year’s interstate clash is 
cited by many as one of 
the reasons for the far- 
too-long National League 
this season. 

Overcoming that prob- 
lem may not be the only 
hurdle the QSF has to 
clear before the match 
can go ahead. 

Last week Brisbane Ci- 
ty secretary, John Pon- 
turo, warned his club may 
not release its players for 
future interstate matches 
if QSF president Ald. Jan 
Brusasco continued his 
criticism of the new NSL 
format and the Queens- 
land team’s position in it. 

Ponturo, angered by 
Ald. Brusasco’s latest pre- 
diction that the two Bris- 
bane clubs would only last 
two years in the national 
competition, claimed not 
only were City officials 
annoyed by the com- 
ments, but said they had 
upset players and some 
were confused and even 
worried about their 
futures. 

“I am absolutely sick 
and tired of the continual 
comments both generally 
and publicly from the 
president of the Queens- 
land Soccer Federation 
about the NSL,” Ponturo 
said. 

“While I respect he has 
a personal opinion, Ald. 
Brusasco should realise 
he is representing Soccer. 

“Brisbane City is in the 
National League and de- 
spite continued arguing 
and predictions of doom 
by Ald Brusasco, the club 
will stay there. 

“Tf Ald. Brusasco thinks 
his premier league is so 
good, then he can get a

ONE of the most amazing results in the 
long history of European Soccer was last 
week’s 1 - 0 win for Denmark over England 
at Wembley Stadium. 


Before the match, the Fleet Street critics were 
scathing in their criticism of Denmark’s team. 

Some even accused the English F.A. of giving De- 
nmark a flatteringly false build-up as a means of 
boosting what threatened to be a poor attendance at 
Wembley. 

The pence feeling among the press was — let’s go 
through the formality of wiping the floor with De- 
nmark and then get on with the important match in 
this European Championship Group against Hungary. 

The knockers couldn’t have been more wrong. 

Even though Denmark fielded a team of part-time 
professionals, amateurs and mercenaries from several 
clubs around Europe, they completely dominated the 
Wembley game. 

The result, in fact, flattered the highly-paid full- 
timers of England, even though Denmark had to rely on 
a penalty kick (36 mintest by Allan Simonsenj for 
their victory. 

Australian Soccer spectators, who did not rate Eng- 
land in the June matches in Sydney, Brisbane and 
Melbourne, were 100 per cent correct. 

The lesson from Wembley is that English football has 
skidded disastrously downhill to the point at which the 
true stars can be counted on the fingers of one hand. 

There is an alarming shortage of genuine talent. 

In the past, small nations like Denmark were 
brushed aside with contempt by England. That no 
longer applies. 

early team manager Bobby Robson faces a huge 
rebuilding task.

The player made yet 
another comeback a week 
ago with Spurs reserves 
at Ipswich but limped off 
after half an hour.
